New Businesses Change Town 


What does it mean when a 
new major business moves to 


a town? 


Some of the projections as- 
sembled by the Shell Oil Co., 
which recently opened its data 
processing center here, give 
some of the answers to that 


question. 


Some of the effects of the op- 
ening of such a business have 
to be gathered from other sour- 
ces, of course, like city govern- 
ment and the schools. But eco- 
nomically, the impact will be 


a great one also. 

Here are some of the facts 
about the new business, and 
what effects they can have 
on Menlo Park, as outlined 
by the company itself: 

“The personnel—today there 
are 155 of us, 78 males and 77 


females. We come from such 
places as Chicago . . . Minne- 
apolis ... and Los Angeles. 

“Some of us have traveled 
from as far as New York, oth- 
ers from as near as San Fran- 
cisco. So far, 60 families have 
been moved from somewhere 
in the hinterlands to the Pen- 
insula. The 60 families contain 
about 204 individuals. 

“Sixty-two employees at the 
new office are new to Shell. 
Most were hired locally. 

“Our staff is still growing. 
We continue to hire, and we 
will be moving in other people 
from Shell offices around the 
country. When our present fa- 
cilities are up to complement, 
our picture in the various com- 
munities will look something 
like this — if we can trust na-

Several weeks ago County 
Manager E. R. Stallings, speak- 
ing for the board of supervis- 
ors, said county taxpayers 
could be assured that there 
would not be a tax increase 
this year. More than likely, 
he added, there would be a 
tax cut. Looking at the budget 
requests as they now stand, it 
seems almost impossible that 
a tax cut will be in order, but 
Stallings insists it can be done. 

The requests of depart- 

ment heads reached an amaz- 
ing record of $42,582,160, or 
about $7.5 million more than 
last year. according to Con- 
troller Ira Boynton. Of 
course, every year the bud- 
get hits a new record, 


How deep the trimming will 
go is a question but the man- 
ager insists he can cut between 
$3% and $4 million from the 
42-million-plus total as it now 
stands. An expected increase 
of about 6 per cent in assessed 
property valuations will make 
up for some of the increased 
spending but additional state 
and federal monies will be the 
most influencing factor in any

There are a lot of ques- 
tions that must be answered 
before the final budget and 
tax rate are adopted. 

First there is the matter of 
salaries for some civil service 
employees. If the pattern of 
the federal and state govern- 
ments is followed, our county 
employees can expect at least 
a one-step (5.7 per cent) boost. 
It could go higher, depending 
on the results of surveys now 
being made by the personnel 
director, William Goggin, and 
the Civil Service Commission. 

Pay boosts scheduled to go 
into effect for ellective offi- 
cials Jan. 1 will not have a 
great effect on the total salary 
budget but the percentage of 

increase set for other workers 
could add hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. 


Then the county must find 
about $600,000 to purchase the 
Coyote Point campus of the 
College of San Mateo for a 
future recreation center. It was 
hoped that the money would 
not have to be paid until the 
1963-64 fiscal year but word 
from the college is that it will 
be in the next year. 


The county health and wel- 
fare department will again 
take the major share of the 
county budget, but despite 
new legislation increasing 
aid to the aged and others, 
the amount the county must 
raise from local property 
taxes is down almost $300,- 
000.

these forecasts are based. 

“Our employees will be 
buying or will have bought 
about $1,243,000 worth of 
homes, financing them 
through local banks and 
lending agencies. 


“To feed themselves and the 
561.2 members of their fami- 
lies, they will spend about 


$285,600 a year on food. 


“For clothes, cleaning bills 
and so forth, they'll spend 
$117,096; for furniture, fertili- 
zer and other items for the up- 


keep of their homes, $42,840. 


“If they follow recommend- 
ed budgets they will put ap- 


proximately $71,400 a year into 


savings accounts and invest an- 


other $57,120 in life insurance. 
And figuring one car apiece — 


a two-year-old model at that — 
they will be paying $23,800 for 
automobile insurance. 

“In total they will be spend- 
ing and saving approximately 
$1,500,000 to $1,750,000 a year.” 

The staff includes a wide 
variety of skilled people, the 
company outline says, includ- 
ing clerks, typists, secretar- 
ies, accountants, key punch 
operators and computer pro- 
grammers and operators. 

“All our employees have 
high school diplmas and most 
have at least two years of col- 
lege training,” the report con- 
tinues. 

This, as can be seen, can 
mean a considerable impact on 
the area around such an instal- 
lation as the computer center. 

People with good educational 
backgrounds are going to de- 
mand cultural opportunities 
for themselves and their chil- 
dren; thus a wide variety of 
people, including entertainers 
and schoolmen, can expect at 
least to be affacted by their 
presence. 

Those homes that they’re go- 
ing to buy have to be built, and 
“city hall” might well be con- 
cerned, happily, with the busi- 
ness of annexations, zoning, 
and all the other detail that 
goes into maintaining orderly 
community growth. 

Then, there’s the traffic 
problem. Police officers get 
concerdned over the number 
of autos gultting the streets 
at peak hours when people 
are going to and from work, 
and they have to think about 
safety factors and highway 
access. 

In the case of Shell there’s 
another factor. It processes 
about 150,000 invoices a day at 
the present time; all that work 
is represented in the form of 
pills mailed out through the 
Menlo Park postoffice. 

Postmaster Harry B. Morey, 
though not singling out Shell 
as the only reason, says he’s 
sure the postoffice’s 1962 vol- 
ume of receipts will be about 
20 per cent greater than those 
of 1961. That’s a big gain, con- 
sidering that receipts annually 
average well over $1,000,000. 

The postmaster says that the 
new mail handling facility in 
Bohannon Industrial Park, to 
which he’ll move his office in 
the next few weeks, can handle 
this. 

Shell’s mail, naturally, 
will be metered at the data 


This in spite of the fact that

on Budget Trims 


Although several major of- 
fices, including the sheriff and 
district attorney, will get a 
few new staff members, the 
majority will be for the health 
and welfare department, and 
the probation department. This 
is necessary because of the 
start of two new facilities: the 
Boy’s Ranch and the Crystal 
Springs Rehabilitation Center. 
Both have been long planned 
improvements and with con- 
struction completed the job of 
staffing is now a must. 


Raising of salaries also 
means that more money will 
have to be raised to pay a 
share of the pensions pro- 
grams. The bill for this item 
now runs more than a million 
dollars a year. 


The capital budget total 
for next year is $1,717,000, 
down slightly from _ this 
year’s total. 


Nearly all of the next year’s 
sales tax revenue will go to pay 
off the balance of the new five- 
story administration building 
now under construction in Red- 
wood City. A San Bruno li- 
brary will cost $110,000. 

Miscellaneous library con- 
struction is set at $168,000 and 
a unit for the judicial and 
health departments on _ the 
Coastside is estimated at 
$40,000. Two major projects, 
each close to $3 million, will 
be on the June ballot for addi- 
tions to the Hall and Justice 
and Records and Community 
Hospital. 

A million-dollar project at 
Hillcrest Juvenile Hall will be 
financed by borrowing from 
the retirement fund.

Where Do We Go from Here? 


Are our schools doing the best pos- 
sible job of educating? Would the use 
of techniques different from those pres- 
ently in use result in a better job? What 
about our grading system, or more ex- 
tensive departmentalization?. Here, Su- 
perintendent Franklyn O. White offers 
some thoughts on the matter.

Free public schools were established in this 
country as an efficient means of insuring an intelli- 
gent clectorate. Our country has been fortunate 
to have had leaders such as Horace Mann, Henry 
Barnard, and a host of others who had vision, intelli- 
dence, and drive to promote free public schools. 
Free public schools, which incidentally are indig- 
enous to America, are unique in that no other 
nation has seriously attempted to education all chil- 
dren regardless of race, color, or creed. 

Elementary schools are in the responsible posi- 
tion of providing an educational foundation in the 
basic subjects —the basic subjects being reading, 
writing, speaking, and the fundamentals of mathe- 
matics. Continued learning depends on these. In 
addition, they have the job of guiding pupils in the 
acquisition of ideas, information, understandings, 
and. skills in science, history, geography, physical 
education, music, art, and a foreign language. 

To implement these beliefs all elementary 
schools need a minimum of four things: First, 
teachers who know what they are teaching, how to 
teach, and how to inspire boys and girls to learn; 
second, a curriculum consisting of those subjects 
that are the foundation of future learning; third, 
an organization that makes the best use of each 
teacher's time and talents; and fourth, a principal 
who can organize his school and provide the lead- 
ership necessary for teachers to use with efficiency 
their time and talents for imparting those skills, 
knowledges, habits, ideals, and appreciations that 
should be acquired by all elementary school boys 
and girls. We should discuss these ingredients as 
they relate to the Menlo Park City School District. 

Teachers in the Menlo Park City Schools are 
chosen from various sections of the United States. 
Each is investigated, interviewed, and observed on 
the job (if at all feasible) before being employed. 
We look for individuals with a broad educational 
background, who have successfully studied at least 
one subject in depth, who have mastered many 
techniques of learning, and who can use both their 
knowledge and know-how to motivate boys and 
girls to learn. 

Once on our staff we provide the guidance 
necessary for them to improve as teachers in the 
situations to which they have been assigned. Some 
of the most common techniques we use are confer- 
ences, demonstrations, and in-service courses. These 
staff-improvement activities are continuous. 

Our curriculum and the time alloted to each 
subiect for grade one and grade eight are illustrated 
by the following chart.

An analysis of this chart shows that 59 per cent 
of the school day in grade one is used to teach 
reading, writing, speaking, and the fundamentals 
of mathematics. In grade eight, the figure is 54 
per cent. 

School organization pertains to grades, classes,

and groups within classes. Schools and grades 
within schools were organized in this country to 
implement ‘a curriculum and allow pupils to ad- 
vance in an orderly fashion. Graded schools were 
first established early in the nineteenth century. By 
1870 graded classes, graded content, graded text- 
books, and even graded teachers meshed together 
in a school mechanism that has undergone few 
changes. This, in general, is the pattern in Menlo 
Park, as it is for 99 per cent of the schools in the 
United States. 

Within our own graded schools classes are 
organized into nearly self-contained units. Under 
this plan most classes are taught by one teacher 
for most of each day, lower grades being more self- 
contained than upper grades. The upper grades, 
particularly grades seven and eight, are departmen- 
talized to some extent. This means that two or more 
teachers share in the teaching of each class. 

As knowledge in every field increases and as 
we put more emphasis on geography, mathematics, 
reading, composition, science, Spanish, spelling, 
and physical education, I see more pressure on our 
teachers to know more and produce more. This is 
unrealistic. I am convinced that it is unrealistic 
to expect each teacher to have a deep knowledge 
and interest in all, or almost all, of the subjects on 
any given grade level and to be able to teach them 
equally well in a manner that inspires boys and 
girls to learn. 

As educators we must be, and we are, study- 
ing ways of improving the organization of schools 
and classes; new ways to deploy teachers so that 
we make efficient use of their time and_talents — 
ways that capitalize on their strengths and interests 
— ways that improve the teacher-pupil learning situ- 
ations in all our schools. 

Let’s look at some of the most promising plans. 


These are some increase departmentlization, non- 
graded schools (particularly non-graded primary 
schools), team teaching. None of these is com- 
pletely new, but they are being re-structured to fit 
the specific needs of schools. It behooves us as a 
forward-looking school district to study various 
ways of organizing schools and classes and to adopt 
and adapt all or parts of any plans which will im- 
prove education in this community. 

Increasing departmentalization at this time 
makes more sense in the upper grades than the 
lower. This coming year we will be doing more 
departmentalizing in some of our schools. In so 
doing we will be using to greater advantage the 
time and talents of our staff. : 

A non-graded elementary school is a school 
that las erased grade lines. Such a school can 
provide continuous learning for each child at his 
own speed with greater ease than a conventional 
graded school. In this type of organization levels 
are substituted for grade lines and each child moves 
from level to level just as rapidly as he masters 


the skills and content of each. Theoretically, there 
is no failure and no boredom. The open-ended 
curriculum we now operate accomplishes much of 
the_above, but, in my opinion, the non-graded 
orginization does it with greater ease. We will be 
investigating this plan. : 
Teach teaching is an attempt to bring together 
many good practices that now prevail in isolation. 
Generally speaking, teaching with a team implies 
that two or more teachers assume the responsi- 
bility for a particular phase of education of a spe- 
cific group of students. It is based on the following: 
1. Re-deployment of teachers so that each

Parents Aid Libraries 


“Librarian and parents compliment each other 
in the realm of books, children and elementary 
school library programs,” according to Naomi 
Knight, district librarian. 

Parent participation in the library program is 
invaluable in her opinion, first because it free the 
librarian for more professional service, and, sec- 
ondly, because it demonstrates the worth of the 
library program to the parent. It has also stimu- 
lated parent interest in their own children’s use 
of books and libraries. 

The above statement has been validated by the 
continuous service of mothers over a period of 
years, as well as by those who volunteer even 
through their children have graduated. 

Parents in the Menlo Park City School District 
have been active participants in the library program 
for the past eight years. They have organized book 
drives, raised necessary funds, and have aided in 
organizing and maintaining the library program. 

Parents volunteer to aid in clerical duties such 
as circulating books, mending books and keeping 
the library attractive. 

The PTA chairman or co-chairman are respon- 
sible for scheduling the hours. After initial in- 
service meetings with the librarian, they resume 
full responsibility for the program. It is only 
through their consistent and arduous work, that an 
efficient program is maintained. Aside from the 
long hours given by the chairman, at the present 
time the number of mothers who are participating 
is as follows: 

Encinal — 20 regularly assigned mothers and 
2 substitutes. 
Fremont — 32 regularly 


assigned mothers 


and 4 substitutes. 
Hillview — 20 regularly 

15 substitutes. 
Laurel — 10 regularly assigned mothers and 


2 substitutes. 


assigned mothers 


Oak Knoll —19 regularly assigned mothers 
and 4 substitutes. 

Student library assistants also play an impor- 
tant role in the library. The degree of services 
vary from school to school. Especially outstanding 
is the program at Hillview School, with students 
assigned to the library for 20 minutes intervals 
throughout the day, under the supervision of a 
student chief. These students must have outstand- 
ing scholastic ability in order to participate in the 
program. In addition, this year there has been an 
enthusiastic group mending library books for three 
of the schools in the district. 

Individual parents have aided at the central 
processing center. This service has been much ap- 
preciated due to the shortage of clerical assistance. 

The general PTA has donated generously to the 
purchase of books. It is only through this con- 
tribution that the school district has reached the 
goal of approximately 8 to 12 books per child. Dis- 
play cases and files have been installed by the 
group. A handsome trophy and display case was 
presented to the Hillview Library this year by the 
Dad's Club. Individual classes and Boy Scouts have 
contributed plants, dictionary stands, and books. 

The Book Fair, which has been sponsored by 
the Fremont PTA, has stimulated interest in books 
for gift giving and home libraries. It has also been 
an incentive for school districts in other parts of 


The music education of the boys and girls in 
the Menlo Park City School District is a continual 
one extending from kindergarten through the eighth 
grade. Not only is the program continuous but it is 
broad in scope so that the boys and girls have many 
performing experiences and receive the benefits of 
listening to, and knowledge about the music of 
many master composers, according to Norman Cory, 
music consultant. 

“There are five essentials in every public school 
music program. These are inter-related but can be 
theoretically separated. All of these should progress 
from kindegarten through eighth grade. They in- 
clude: singing, listening, rhythmic exercises, play- 
ing instruments, and creating,” he says. 

Singing experiences include songs of all styles 
from folk songs of this and other countries, through 
fun songs of a recreational nature, art songs of the 
master composers, spirituals, and other, Cory said. 
These songs progress from pure rote singing, or 
learning by imitation, to part singing in the middle 
and upper grades. Care is used to gain proper use 
of the voice and musical interpretation. This is 
climaxed by membership in the elective fifth and 
sixth grade chorus in each school and a selected 
voice chorus in the seventh and eighth grades. 

Listening experiences progress from simple 
tunes of a folk nature, story music and simple dance 
music of early days to a study of the orchestra and 
the music and lives of composers who have stood 
the test of time, the consultant wen on. In the 
upper grades, contemporary music is presented. 
Among the major composers studied are Bach, Bee- 
thoven, Mozart, Mendelssohn, Tchaikovsky, Sousa 
and Gershwin. 

“Each of the fourth, fifth and sixth grade levels 
concentrates on six composers. The seventh grade 
generally limits itself to the music of European 
composers and the eighth grade devotes its time to 
the music of American composers,” Cory explained. 

Rhythmic exercises usually are regarded as body 
or physical movement activities. Kindergarten boys 
and girls begin with walking, marching, skipping, 
galloping, hopping movements responding to the 
style of music being performed. They progress to 
coordinated, controlled movement of smaller and 
smaller parts of the body. This moves into simple 
directed dances growing more complex to the folk 
dances of the middle grades. 

In the early grades the playing of instruments 
involves rhythm instruments accompanying the 
piano or phonograph records, Cory continued. 

This leads to the introduction of song flutes in 
the third grade, the pupils actually begin their 
music reading and real study of music fundament- 
als, including notes, staff, key signatures, and the 
like. 

“The learning of band and orchestra instru- 
ments begins in the fourth grade and_ extends 
through the eighth grade. Any or all students are 
eligible to participate. The early instruction cul- 
minates in membership in the orchestra and band 
for all who have attained a minimum performing 
level,” the music mentor declares. 

Creating is considered a feature of the total 
program, as music is performed by the pupils. In 
addition, many classes compose their own songs, 
rhythms and dances. 

“Every attempt is made to secure maximum par- 
ticipation and enjoyment of music on the part of 
each student,” Cory concludes. “Music is a per- 
sonal art and each child must be led to an aware- 
ness of the aspects of music and a knowledge that 
will help him secure the maximum personal good 
from a wise selection of music activities, whether 
performing or listening.” 


the state to hold similar fairs. 

Enthusiasm and the extent of volunteer helpers 
and the cooperation of the PTA and others is im- 
pressive. However, the investment in physical fa- 


cilities, books, and present human endeavor cannot 
be realized until the school library is an integral 
part of the educational program with credentialed 
librarians. This is the goal for the future. 
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Parents Can 
Aid Fitness 
Of Children 


“Parents have a big part to play in creating 
the kind of atmosphere that encourages youngsters 
ot develop patterns of dynamic health and fitness,” 
in the lexicon of Lew Knights, school district phys- 
ical education consultant. 

He urges parents to give their children enough 
time, opportunity and encouragement to be phy- 
sically fit. 


The following remarks synthesize Knight's phi- 
losophy of physical fitness. 

“Boys and girls need to learn to use their bodies 
efficiently and gracefully. Good neuromuscular 
coordination and control develop with use. The 
interaction between mind and body and the result- 
ing personal adjustment can be observed by _per- 
ceptive parents and teachers. Bodily posture, for 
example, can reflect timidity, withdrawal, tension, 
and self-consciousness, or it can reflect alertness, 
forcefulness, decisiveness, and self-confidence. A 
child’s whole outlook on life can be improved by 
enjoyable participation in active games and sports, 
in swimming and dancing. Both children and adults 
experience a feeling of well-being and release of 
tension in physical activity.” 


“Physical skill growth and good social-emotional 
adjustment usually develop together in childhood. 
Under competent adult leadership, boys and girls 
play together f,orm friendship, cooperate or com- 
pete in groups or on teams. In play they experience 
success and failure. Sometimes they lead; some- 
times follow. They learn to abide by rules, to give 
and take, to judge themselves and ethers,” he says. 


“Let us consider what is involved in a good 
fitness program, for in order to do_ their part, 
parents need to know what to expect of the school. 

“A sound, continuous program of physical edu- 
cation through the grades, includes instruction in 
body mechanics, posture, and body conditioning 
and in. self-testing activities as stunts, tumbling, 
running and jumping, and exercise on apparatus. 
Rhythmic activities, including folk and square 
dancing and instruction in the fundamental skills 
used in team and individual sports are a must. 
Ideally, there should also be aquatic activities of 
the basic life-saving techniques,” Knights continues. 

“In addition, physical education includes a 
study of the value of regular, vigorous activity as a 
part of daily living; rules for individual and team 
games; and an understanding of one’s strength and 
weakness in physical performance, as shown by 
tests.” 

“Here the need for individual analysis is very 
important. Pupils should be helped on the basis 
of their tests to discover their strengths and weak- 
nesses. Teachers then give pupils exercises and 
activities which they mav do at home. This moti- 
vates them toward self-improvement and teaches 
self-discipline. Both are basic to keeping fit 
throughout life.” 

“Here are some suggestions that parents can 
follow to promote their children’s physical witness: 

“See that their children get proper rest, medical 
care, nutrition, fresh air, exercise, and the other 
essentials to physical fitness. 

“Encourage use of toys that give children a 
good physical workout as well as fun. 

“Equip the basement or back yard with climb- 
ing ropes, a trapeze, badminton net, deck and table 
tennis equipment, balance beam, turning bar, and 
the like. 

“Involve your children in a work schedule 
around the home which includes mowing the lawn, 
digging in the garden, etc. 

“Insist that your children either walk or ride 
their bicycles to school and other places — don’t be- 
a chauffeur. 

“Arrange for more physical activities where 
‘Mom and Dad and all the kids’ go hiking, camp- 
ing and swimming. 

“Set the stage and both you and your children 
will develop and enjoy patterns of healthy, happy 
living.” 


Mathematics... 


Sets and numbers, an experimental mathematics 
teaching method devised in 1959 by Dr. Suppes of 
Stanford University, is one of the programs being 
explored in the Menlo Park School District’s total 
investigation of mathematics education in the ele- 
mentary school, according to John Martin, Research 
Consultant in Mathematics for the district. 

Dr. Suppes’ idea resulted in a simple workbook 
for first and second grade pupils. The workbooks 
develop mathematical concepts and mathematical 
vocabulary that are considerably more sophisticated 
than those associated with conventional numbers 
programs in the primary grades. Children working 
in these materials are well aware of the fact that a 
set is merely a family or collection of objects and 
that number is a property of a set. 

The pupils begin at the blackboard, ‘on a flan- 
nelboard, or in his workbook with drawings or felt 
cutouts or birds, balls, stars, kites, tops, and other 
simple figures. 

For example, a student might faee a “set” con- 
sisting of a ball and a balloon in union with a set 
consisting of a box alone, which equals another set 
consisting of a ball, balloon and box. 


The student soon perceives that these sets also’ 


have numerical properties so that he arrives at an 
equation: two plus one equals three. 
This is how it looks in the worhook:

While “equation” was hardly a first or second 
grade concept 10 years ago, it has now become a 
vital part of the youngsters’ vocabulary. 

The children begin work early on variable 
simple problems, such as X plus 1 =4, or 3 plus 
X= 4. This leads to problems: if X plus Y = 5, 
and X equals 3, what does Y equal? 

This is the second year in which the local ex- 
perimental group has been working with sets and 
numbers and it is apparent that children do not 
have difficulty in grasping the concepts that are 
presented or the notational system with which these 
concepts are recorded, according to Martin. 

Financial support for various phases of Suppes’ 
project came from the Carnegie Corporation, Na- 
tional Science Foundation, and the United States 
Office of Education. Workbooks and_ teachers 
manuals are supplied free to participating classes. 

The Stanford staff keeps in close touch with 
participating teachers through periodical general 
meetings and individual conferences. 

The Menlo Park District is also incorporating 
selected units of the School Mathematics Study 
Group Program for Junior High in its seventh and 
eighth grade mathematic course of study. At the 
present time, sets and numbers in the primary 
grades, plus the SMSG materials in the junior high 
are the major programs being explored, in addition 
to the district's own primary and middle grade 
arithmetic projects. ; 

Martin reports that the district’s investigation 
has proceeded to the point that materials for pri- 
mary and middle grade arithmetic classes can be 
produced for extensive use in future controlled 
studies in the districts’ classrooms.

Use of team teaching, found to work success- 
fully in last year’s summer program, will be con- 
tinued in this year’s summer program, Continued 
use of teacher aids and further experimentation in 
course content is also planned, according to Walter 
Key, who will serve as principal of the summer 
school. 

Aimed at enriching and expanding the regular 
year’s curriculum for the more capable students, 
providing assistance in fundamentals for those hav- 
ing difficulties during the regular year, and experi- 
mentation in methods, materials and content areas 
the staff members have been at work laying out the 
program, he said. 

Over six hundred students have signed up for 
the program to be held at the Encinal School from 
July 9 to August 23. 


The fundamentals section for grades two to 
eight, stressing work in the three R’s, will meet from 
8:30 a.m. to 11:30 a.m. The enrichment sections for 
grades two to eight, also from 8:30 to 11:30, will 
offer enrichment and the experimental content, ma- 
terials and methods in the areas of physical and 
social sciences, literature, written composition, pub- 
lic speaking, dramatics, speed reading and mathe- 
matics. 

Where enrollment is sufficient, elective classes 
meeting from 11:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m., will include 
art for grades two to four, Spanish fundamentals 
for grades four to six, beginning typing for grades 
five to eight, music appreciation for grades five to 
six, advance typing for grades five to eight, rapid 
writing for grades seven to eight, and mechanical 
drawing for grades seven to eight.

“What we're trying to do in the first grade 
classes at our schools,” Laurel School Principal 
ennio Ciolli said this week, “is to start these chil- 
dren on the road to independent progress in read- 
ing, writing, and arithmetic.” 

He was speaking to a reporter in the class- 
room of Mrs. Marsha Biswell. 

In the main portion of the classroom, the 
teacher was reciting the correct answers to a test; 
the 24 or so youngsters in the room were grading 
their own papers. 

The children sat at tables which seated four or 
five children, not at the one-person desks of an- 
other generation. But they paid careful attention 
to their teacher, and didn’t interfere with each 
other's work. 

Ciolli conceded that some of the work was 
rudimentary, and that sometimes, it was a challenge 
to coordinate activities of children who come to 
school with different levels of learning without 
slowing down the fast ones, or going too fast for 
the slower ones. 

“Every year in our kindergartens, we get about 
five youngsters who can actually read, having 
taught themselves at the age of four or so,” he 
explains. 

“On the other hand, we get a few children 
who've never had any kindergarten training at all, 
when they enter the first grade.” 

Another thing which the teachers try to do, 
during that first year of formal education, is to 
make children aware of some of the things in the 
world around them which a child at home could 
not be expected to notice in a formalized manner. 

For instance, at the same hour that: Mrs. Bis- 
well’s pupils were correcting their papers, those in 
the adjoining first grade classroom of Mrs. Janet 
Toomey were hearing a talk, by student teacher 
Mrs. Sylvia Rattner, about clouds. 

It wasn’t too advanced a talk, from the scien- 
tific point of view and it wasn’t a very long one, 
cither. But by the time it was over the youngsters 
were ready to go outside and look for clouds of 
the three major types of formations — cirrus, stratus 
and cumulus. 


“We try to associate our physical science pro- 
gram, at this grade level, with what youngsters can 
observe in their environment — like clouds, seeds 
germinating, and the like. It’s on a simple basis 
but you've got to start somewhere,” Ciolli observes. 

Social science? The same thing — but concerned 
with the social, rather than the physical environ- 
ment. This includes the home and the neighbor- 
hood, as social entities. 

“We try, too, to awaken an interest in, and an 
appreciation of, music and art,” the principal went 
on to say, “We have rotating exhibits of paintings 
which are placed in the classroom, and we try to 
introduce youngsters to new media in art, and such 
things as singing for fun, use of rhythm. instru- 
ments, and listening to good phonograph records. 

“It's one place where there arent any errors. 
The youngsters can do as they feel. 

Another thing the schools attempt to do in the 
first grade is to lengthen the attention span of 
pupils. Youngsters from a wide variety of home 
backgrounds and degrees of maturity can concen- 
trate for only a few minutes to mavbe half an how 
on a single subject. 

In the first grade, though, they have to lengthen 
this. 

“Atter were well settled in) school — that is, 
after the first few weeks — we try to arrange our 
program so that there are ‘breaks’ in the program 
every 20 minutes or so. 

“First,” Ciolli explains, “well maybe have  sci- 
ence instruction, then physical education — which 
is a lighter subject — then arithmetic, then maybe 
a recess, then back to reading, and then to music, 
or something. 

“This way, the children gradually get worked 
into a formal schedule, sometimes without realiz- 
ing it.” 

This is a pretty good start. In their first year 
of school, the youngsters come under a discipline 
which formally guides them for 255 minutes a day 
—which may or may not be a vast difference from

the “play time” which has taken up most of their 
lives during the years before. 


How is the program arranged? What subjects 
get the most emphasis? 
~ There are 80 minutes of reading, followed by a 
20-minute break; then, there are 40 minutes of 
arithmetic studies, including 20 minutes of oral and 
20 minutes of written work. 


This is followed by 30 minutes of language 
study, including spelling, speech and handwriting 
practice. Twenty-five minutes of social studies in- 
cluding “animals that can be found in different 
parts of the world,” and food and clothing and 
where it comes from, are talked about. 

Afternoon classes typically include 20 minutes 
of science, 30 minutes of physical education, 20 
minutes of art, and 20 minutes of music. 


Physical education is important, though the 
children are encouraged to regard it as fun and 
not as exercise. Games, according to Ciolli? are 
designed to improve motor coordination and_ in- 
clude such things as running, bouncing of balls, 
jumping and the like. 

What about that independence? 

To show the reporter that it really existed, Ciolli 
invited one of the pupils over to show how her 
“dictionary box” worked. 


A “dictionary box” is sort of like an old-fashion- 
ed recipe file, except that instead of containing 
recipes, it contains words, correctly spelled, written 
and filed by the pupil under supervision wihch each 
pupil has at his desk.

Other “dictionary boxes” might contain longer 
words, other only shorter words, some, possibly 
fewer, and some possibly more. 

Having finished correcting their language les- 
son papers on which the youngsters were supposed 
to write down the number of syllables in each 
word, in a sort of combined arithmetic-language 
lesson — Mrs. Biswell’s pupils went on to something 
else 


One group of readers with a relatively like 
range of reading talent grouped itself around a tape 
recorder.

After a short time, his reading was interrupted; 
other members of the small reading group told him 
how they thought he could improve his reading, 
and another young reader went on with the next 
paragraph. 

Other reading groups in the room might be 
slower, some faster. 


Now came arithmetic For this, the class- 
room has an “arithmethic board” —a device on 
which some youngsters can stack or unstack squares 
ot wood. 

Individuals can do this rapidly or slowly, de-

School was nearly over by this time. 

Mrs. Toomey’s pupils were back in their room

“You have to start somewhere,” Ciolli explained, 
in the teaching of reading, writing and arithmetic.

School Nurse Has Many Jobs Assisting Children 


Mrs. FLORENCE LUCHINI 


On a typical day, the school nurse is consulted 
by many parents who have questions regarding the 
state of health of their children. She is also con- 
fronted by many students to administer first aid to 
such minor injuries as skinned knees, scratched 
elbows, possible sprained fingers, and the more 
serious type of accident such as broken bones. The 
nurse’s job is not only to administer first aid to 
these students but also to give comfort and assur- 
ance to the children and parents, explains Mrs. Flor- 
ence Luchini, one of two school nurses in the Menlo 
Park School District. 

Besides this type of activity, nurses work into 
their schedules time for vision and hearing tests. 
This includes an annual visual check-up for each 
child in school and hearing tests on all children in 
kindergarten and grades one, two, and three. In 
addition, referrals by the teachers or parents of 
children in all other classes, and pupils new to the 
district each year, are given tests. 

Frequently there are requests for hearing tests 
for children, especially following communicable 
diseases or prolonged upper-respiratory infections,” 
Mrs. Luchini says. 

The school nurse also acts as an expert for class- 
room study involving health and healthful living. 
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Do Youngsters 
Want to Teach? 


Menlo Park Elementary School” District offers 
eighth grade students an opportunity usually re- 
served for student teachers on the college level. 
Value of the program is confirmed by the fact that 
it has received notice in professional education 
publications, newspapers and nation-wide maga- 
zines. 3 

Based on the knowledge that twelve and thir- 
teen year-olds give serious consideration to their 
program 


future vocation, the “student-observer 
was initiated seven years ago to give capable, inter- 
ested eighth grade students a look at education as a 
profession. Such an opportunity, it was felt, might 
prove beneficial to students in their choice of 
courses. By developing and sustaining an interest 
in teaching, the program helps fulfill the continu- 
ing need for first-rate teachers. 

This year 35 students participated in the week- 
and-a-half program. They were selected by prin- 
cipals and classroom teachers on the basis of a 
questionnaire that explored their interests, future 
plans and capabilities. 

Following their selection, participants were as- 
signed to grade levels of their own choice. Hand- 
books outlining their activities, were distributed 
to students and to master teachers. 

At the first orientation meeting, at Oak Knoll 
School, following a message of welcome from 
Franklyn White, district superintendent, opportu- 
nities, requirements, and expectations of the pro- 
gram were explained in detail. Participants were 
introduced to the techniques of observing children 
through the use of the movie “Skippy and the 3 R’s.” 
Group discussions was led by Ina Porter, Encinal 
School principal, and John Bolen, co-director of 
this year’s program. 

Highlight of the program was a speech given 
by Donna King, president of the Future Teachers’ 
Club at Menlo-Atherton High School, and a one- 
time participant in the student-observer program. 
Donna described the activities that are carried on 
by the club: observing classes, field trips and work- 
ing with groups of children. 

The second day’s orientation at Hillview School 
further explored observation methods through the 
use of a student teacher motion picture concerning 
individual differences among children, Student- 
observers were then transported to their respective 
assignments to meet their master teachers and 
classes and spend the remainder of the day ob- 
serving. 

Student observers spent each remaining morn- 
ing of the program in their assigned rooms. After- 
noons were spent in their regular classrooms. The 
third morning of the program participants spent 
in observing, conferencing, and, under the super- 
vision of their master teacher, planning their first 
teaching activity. 

The fourth day student-observers continued ob- 
serving and directed their first learning activity. 
Lessons taught ranged through the scope of the cur- 
riculum: reading, spelling, language, science, math, 
and art. 

Following the day’s activities, their teaching 
was evaluated by master teachers. Knowledge 
gained from their first teaching experience was put 
to use the following day as an additional teaching 
assignment was undertaken. Further teaching ex- 
periences were undertaken as individual classroom 
conditions permitted. 

The program concluded with lunch at Hillview 
School. Participants were given the opportunity to 
share experiences and knowledge gained from par- 
ticipation in the program. They also filled out a 
questionnaire evaluating the program and its effect 
on their future vocational plans. Eighty-eight per 
cent of participants indicated an increased interest 
in teaching. Some comments were: “. . . I realized 
how important it is to teach and guide the smaller 
children correctly”. . . “after you have had the ex- 
perience of helping children you can not get enough 
of it.” 

An integral part of the program is a follow-up 
study done each year on all participants to see 
what effect the program has on final vocational 
choice. Results so far indicate that the majority 
of participants retain a strong interest in the teach- 
ing profession as they progress through school.

Successful Spanish 
Program in 2nd Year 


Eager young faces attest to the success of the 
Spanish program in all third, fourth or fifth grade 
classes of the Menlo Park School District. 

The present school year marks the second year 
of the formal program of Spanish instruction here. 

All third and fourth grade students in the dis- 
trict receive 15 minutes daily instruction in Spanish 
from the classroom teacher who is responsible for 
the teaching of the foreign language in their self- 
contained classroom. These teachers have prepared 
themselves in this area of the curriculum by attend- 
ing in-service workshops and courses offered by 
nearby universities and colleges. 

Teaching materials include records, tapes, pic- 
tures, maps and books. Materials have also been 
developed at the district level by Mrs. Margarctt 
K. Aragon, Spanish consultant. These include a 
guide for teacher and accompanying visual aids and 
tapes. P.T.A. mothers have made many of the 
visual materials. 

Fifth grade students receive 20 minutes of daily 
instruction from traveling teachers. Ralph Garcia 
and Mrs. Aragon, who have received their Masters 
degrees in foreign language teaching. Reading is 
introduced -at this level. 

Recently enacted legislation makes foreign 
language instruction obligatory in grades six, seven 
and eight by 1965, with recommendations that 
children receive a sequence of 10 years instruction 
in a foreign language. 

Menlo Park is successfully completing the sec- 
ond year of a program which will comply with the 
law and recommendations of the State Legislature 
and State Department of Education. 
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Teachers Tell Likes, Dislikes 


Good faculty relationships, academic freedom, 
and the insistence on educational excellence have 
been cited by teachers as reasons they like to work 
in Menlo Park. 

But conversely, they dislike, in order. non-com- 
petitive salaries, and the pressure of parental mi- 
norities, 
= These critiques of the district have been gar- 
nered over the years in terminal interviews with 
teachers, accordmg to District Curriculum Con- 
sultant William Fisher. 

The validity of the statements made in terminal 
interviews is enhanced, Fisher says, by the fact 
that last year, such interviews were conducted by 
an administrative intern who is, actually a student 
of the University of California. 

Teachers are apt to be freer with their remarks 
when they feel they’re not speaking to “the boss,” 
Fisher observed. 

“Excellence in education requires quality teach- 
ers and quality teachers are in demand — they can 
select the district in which they want to teach. 

“Thus, if we want good teachers here, we have 
to find out what it is that they most want, in the 
way of a teaching situation,” Fisher said in explain- 
ing reasons for the interviews. 

“We want to improve the possibility of satis- 
faction on the job. 

“In order to get frank and honest statements, 
we also attempt to keep the results of interviews 
as anonymous as possible.” 

The district's administrative internes, Fisher 
went on to explain, are graduate students who are 
working toward supervisorial jobs in education. 

Teachers leaving the district mention, in order 
of frequency, the following attractions: 

1. Faculty relationships. 

2. Stimulating and helpful supervision, 

3. Academic freedom. 

4. Availability of instructional materials and 

equipment. 
5. Emphasis on educational excellence. 

6. Parental cooperation. 

Dislikes most frequently mentioned, also listed 
in order, are: 

1. Non-competitive salaries. 

2. Pressures of parental minorities. 

It’s possible to get both “good” and “bad” com- 
ments from the same teacher, Fisher explains. 
Many of those who leave the district do so for 
family reasons, and have not axe to grind.

Good teaching depends on the steady profes- 
sional growth and the expanding horizon of the in- 
dividual teacher. To this end, weekly in-service 
training sessions are conducted in Menlo Park 
according to William Fisher, curriculum direc- 


tor.

Held after the regular school day is closed, 
the teacher also is helped, in these sessions, to 
achieve his or her maximum teaching potential 
through instruction by the supervising principal 
and members of the consultant staff of the district. 


Fisher explains that the principal and consult- 
ants observe in the classrooms, in preparation for 
what they'll teach at the next in-service . training 
session. 


Of course, teachers with good qualifications are 
sought in the first place, Fisher points out. Twenty- 
seven per cent of the teachers in the Menlo Park 
district have master’s degrees, and nearly all have 
done some post-graduate study. 


Besides the in-service training, many teachers 
continue, on their own, to improve themselves pro- 
fessionally by taking college courses during the 
school year and during the summer. 


Salary credit is given for taking such courses 
only when the course is approved by the teacher's 
supervising principal and the director of instruction, 

Records of each teacher’s academic and profes- 
sional background are maintained and are used in 
guiding teachers into those academic or protgs- 
sional courses which will best improve their com- 
petence, Fisher said.

teaches to his strength. 

2. Re-organization of students so that the size 
of the group being taught will vary accord- 
ing to what is being taught, who is teaching, 
to whom it is being taught, and how it is 
being taught. 

3. Grouping students according to their capa- 
bilities in various subjects. 

4. Planning instruction for a specific group of 
students is done by a specific group of 
teachers. 

This plan of teaching, although still in an ex- 
perimental stage, offers more possibilities for im- 
proving education than any of the others. Before 
we can try it on any large scale, it must be studied 
by the staff, understood by the staff, and accepted 
by those who would like to try it. Once these 
things are accomplished, we will be ready to launch 
some pilot programs. 

In closing, let me mention the principal once 
again. He (or she) is the person who is the edu- 
cational leader in the school. He is the one who 
plans with his teachers, aid and encourages them 
as programs are implemented, and, with them, 
evaluates the results. The strength, ideas, and in- 
spirations of the five principals in Menlo Park are 
necessary to the continued educational growth and 
development of the district.

Science Teaching: Program Requires Specialists, 
ls Being Expanded to Lower Grades Here 


General Science was introduced five years ago 
into seventh and eighth grades as a departmental- 
ized subject, taught by specially trained science 
instructors. 

The intensive science program in the kinder- 
garten through sixth grade has placed a greater 
responsibility on upper grade science teachers to 
build upon this foundation in a clearly defined 
sequence. 

Much of the science that was formerly taught 
in the seventh and eighth grades is now being 
taught in the lower grades and this fact has become 
a force in guiding the realignment of the upper 
grade science programs. 

Teachers from kindergarten through the sixth 
grades now have detailed teaching guides with 
complete material supplements to aid them in pro- 
viding a more thorough science program for their 
pupils. Each school has on hand science tote kits 
designed to facilitate the experimentation and dem- 
onstrations suggested in each guide. 

“With pupils coming from the lower elementary 
grades, having had many experiences in science,” 
states Ennio L. Ciolli, science consultant for the 
Menlo Park City School District, “science teachers 
will be faced with the prospect of meeting the 
needs of children who have reached varying levels 
of competence in science.” 

Teachers have already discovered that the better 
the science program in the lower grades, the greater 
the variation in achievement by the time the pupils 
reach the seventh grade. 

This has several important connotations in the 
future development of upper grade science courses. 

Today, more than ever before, the need for 
specially trained science teachers for the upper 
grades is apparent. Science may appear to be ele- 
mentary but the critical problem of adapting the 


learning experience to a wide range of abilities and 


interests requires the efforts of a highly resource- 
ful teacher. 

One of the goals of science teachers is to pro- 
vide a wider range of learning experiences than is 
generally possible in lower grades. Gradually, 
they are trying to provide more laboratory experi- 
ences of a problem-solving nature for students. 
What little research is available seems to indicate 
that continued interest in high school science is 
related to the number of meaningful laboratory 
experiences pupils have in the upper grades. If the 
span from elementary school science to senior high 
school science is to be bridged in a developmental 
sense, laboratory work must become a common 
experience in our science classes. “Laboratory fa- 
cilities, better than in most school districts, should 


be expanded and improved,” according to Ciolli. 

Menlo Park upper grade science courses are 
organized to provide appropriate scope and effec- 
tive sequence. Science teachers are engaged in a 
long range project aimed at our organizing and 
modernizing these guides so that curriculum can 
keep pace with the ever-changing world of science. 

Teachers are encouraged to be reasonably flex- 
ible; they are free to reduce, extend, or supplement 
science courses whenever and wherever such adap- 
tations seem appropriate in order to better meet 
some special needs or abilities of their pupils. 

An excellent example of such a program may be 
observed at Encinal School where Frank Lipousky 
is conducting an experimental unit in space medi- 
cine at the fifth and seventh grade levels. 

The course is centered around the enthusiasm 
displayed in this area of science by the students 
and by the current trends in science advancement 
in space travel. 

Students are divided into eight groups, each 
group representing one planet in our solar system. 
iach group prepares data on a launching ship, 
which includes principles of space travel and space 
medicine. After “arrival” on a specific planet, the 
group gives an accurate and scientific account on 
all data known about that planet. This phase re- 
quires individual research, individual presentations, 
group research and group presentations. 

Each group has its own project to develop. 
The entire course of study is directed toward indi- 
vidual research and gaining a greater understand- 
ing in space medicine and the application of scien- 
tific principles. 

In addition to group projects, the class is con- 
structing a “space corridor’ where the students 
step into the future which displays scientific space 
information in the science laboratory. Some of 
these areas include a radiation belt, weightlessness, 
and planetary distances. 

To encourage this flexibility in teaching, each 
science laboratory is being equipped with an abun- 
dance of science text books and science equipment 
that lends itself to individual or group experimen- 
tation. 

Each year major gains are being made in stock- 
ing laboratories with science equipment. Federal 
aid, matched equally by the district, will bring 
laboratories up to an acceptable’ level very soon. 
The ultimate goal is to provide a situation which 
will be more conducive to experimentation and 
problem solving. 

Ciolli and the science teachers attended the 
National Science Teachers’ Association Conference 
held in San Francisco recently. There they heard 


The job of a school secretary is never a boring 
one. 

In fact, according to Mrs. Gladys Johnston who 
fills that post at Fremont school, it has enough 
variety to be downright zestful. 

It includes dealing with all of the children in 
school — helping them with some special requests 
and keeping records on all of them — and it includes 
taking care of a lot of administrative details on a 
variety of levels. 

Mrs. Johnston, who has been at Fremont school 
since 1952, is often “the first to know” about such 
things as why a certain pupil won't be at school a 
given day, and when there is a need for some 
repair or other special work in the building, 

There’s a lot of routine work, too, but she says 
it's never boring. 

On the job at 8 am. each day she starts out 
as the “nerve center,” typically, with the reception 
of calls from parents whose children may be ill and 
with other details concerning attendance. 

As the day goes by the attendance picture be- 
comes a little more fixed and, since state support 
of the schools is based on daily attendance, it’s im- 
portant that accurate records be kept. 

There are other types of clerical work, too, such 
as the writing of letters, the preparation of special 
reports, bookkeeping of student body funds, and the 
filing and maintenance of individual folders of in- 
formation regarding each pupil in school. 

Beyond this, it’s hard to keep a schedule, Mrs. 
Johnston says, because much of the work deals with 
incoming telephone calls — which aren’t scheduled 
—and with acting as receptionist to guests who are 
apt to drop in at any hour of the day. 

In spite of this rather hectic schedule, however 
Mrs. Johnston always has time to deal with what, 
to individual children, are major problems. She’s 
always ready with some counsel and advice where 
needed, and can even do some minor first aid if it 
seems required. 

One of her most important duties, however. is 
generally classified as “makin 
possible for the teachers.” 

To this end, she must keep an accurate inventory 
of supplies on hand, and make sure that the office 
machines, such as those used for duplicating and 
typing, are in working order and supplied with 
materials.

She's also a good person for parents to know.

Nurses Give Tips 
On Pupil Health 


School nurses here this week issued some advice 
to parents, on what to use as guides as to whether 
children should be sent to school. 

A student, they said, should not be sent to 
school:

2. If he has had an earache, headache, tooth- 
ache, elevated temperature, persistent cough, 
or an upset stomach during the night. 

3. During the incubation period of an impend- 
ing communicable disease, the child should 
be inspected by his mother every mogning 
before being sent to school.

Money Spent and Achievement 


Do children actually learn more in schools 
where expenditures for instruction are relatively 
high than they do where the spending is more 
drastically limited? A study at University of Cali- 
fornia professors indicates that they do, according 
to William Fisher, curriculum director. for the 
Menlo Park School District. 

Two years ago Dr. James Crandall studied 16 
school systems with high and low expenditures per 
pupil, Fisher recalls. 

In order to avoid comparing differences in 
achievement that were based on different levels 


of intelligence, he compared the findings of his 
survey with the results of achievement tests given 
in the several districts also. 

Dr. Crandall reported: 

“Children in high expenditure districts, when 
equated for IQ, achieved at a level of nearly a year 
above their counterparts in low expenditure dis- 
tricts. 

“Communities which are willing or able judi- 
ciously to invest more money in elementary educa- 
tion have an academic advantage upon entering 


high school over children from communities which 
are unable, or unwilling, to provide more funds for 
their public elementary schools.” 

Menlo Park, Fisher continued, ranked below 
average for the “high expenditure” districts in 
terms of dollar input, but the Menlo Park school 
system ranked considerably above other high ex- 
penditure districts in academic achievement, and 
ranked highest of any district included in the study 
when academic achievement was equated with 
dollar investment. 
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
